Inventive Genius in America 

The annual report of the Commissioner of 
Patents for the year 1358, aflords some interesting 
facts worthy of notice. The whole number of ap- 
plications for patents filed during the year 
amounts to 5,864, and the number of patents is- 
sued is 8,663 to American citizens, besides 42 to 
subjects of foreign governments— a number larger 
by b'k) than was ever issued in any previous year. 
Since 1342, when hut 517 patents were issued, 
U;fe n*s been a gradual increase in the number 
up to the present time 

Of the 3,710 patents issued during the year, 
581 were lor inventions relating to the great in- 
terests of agriculture ; 152 of these were for im- 
provements in reaping aud mowing machines, 
42 relate to the great commercial king, cotton, in 
its preparation for market ; 116 for improvements 
in sewing machines— making 235 since 1342, when 
the first patent was issued for this little domestic 
engine — a machine destined to impart the greuest 
blessing to frail humanity of aDV class of inven- 
tions yet made. 

The report enumerates the operations of the pa- 
tent laws of the several counrtries of Europe, with 
their relative population, making in the aggregate 
10,558 pa ect- granted to the subjects of these va- 
rious countries during the year just closed. Of this 
large number bjt forty ft a hare been secured in 
the United States. Tht? limited number is ow- 
ing to the unjust discrimination which our p&teut 
laws make in ckargmg exorbitant fees to subjects 
of foreign countries, and thus excluding from 
our people the blessings that might How to them 
from these- numerous, and, m&uv of them, most 
valuable inventions. The exact grounds upon 
which our Government has been led to establish 
this broad discrimination between our own 
people aud those of other countries, we are at a 
loss to perceive, for if the inventions prove valua- 
ble, tue large numbers who would employ them in 
our own country would reap greater benefits from 
them than would accrue in consequence to the in- 
dividual iuventars themselves.

Mr. Marshall gave notice of an amendment 
which he intended to offer to the bill, providing 
that when Treasury Notes are issued and re- 
deemed, they shall not_be re issued, the intent of 
this act being to meet tbe liabilities of the Treas- 
ury. 

Sir. Phelps asked whether the bill will be satis 
factory to Mr. Marshall, if the vote be taken co 
the amendment. 

Mr. Kunkel, of Pa., said it would not be sat- 
isfactory to a good many members on the oppo- 
sition side, unless a taritt for increased rerenue 
be added. 

Mr. Phelps said if the rule be suspended, he 
would yield tne floor to enable Mr. Marshall to 
offer his amendment, and would then demaud the 
previous question. 

The motion to suspend the rules was lost — yeas 
108, not two-thirds; nays 97. 

Mr. Phelps moved that the Senate’s amend- 
ment to the Miscellaneous Appropriation bill be 
referred to the Committee of tne Whole on the 
State of the Union.

So of trellise culture. We often find vines stand- ' 
ing four feet apart iu the rooms, with rows only 
seven feet apart — wiith makes it necessary to 
prune just as closely as iu regular vineyard cul- 
ture. Our own experience leads us to prefer rows 
eight feet apart, and vines fifteen to eighteen loet 
apart in the rows. This allows of a reasonable 
growth of wood, and we doubt not will yield more 
and better fruits than closer planting and more 
severe pruning wiil produce. 

A re-action upon the “heading in” system of the 
old vineyards, we are glad to see, is taking place 
among good aud experienced vine-dressers. Thev 
are beginning to find that too little wood haa been 
left for the health of the plant, and do not now 
deny that the diseases and failures of vineyards 
once thrifty and fruitful, may very reasonable, to 
a certain extent, be attributed to this cause.
